NOTE: newly amendent claims 19, 23, 27, 36, 40, and newly added claims 83-5, 87, 88 raise new issues that would 
reqdire further search and consideratons. 



Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Finally rejection (6/10/2005) indicates that 
claims 79 and 80 are allowable if rewritten to include all of the claimed limitations of claim 32. Such determination is based on the 
consideration and searching of all of the limitatons of claims 32, 79 as a whole and 32, 80 as a whole. The exaiminer has not consider 
and search the limitations of claims 19 and 79; 19 and 80; 23 and 79; 23 and 80; 27 and 79; 27 and 80; 36 and 79; 36 and 80; 40 and 
79; 40 and 80 as a whole. The examiner can not determine whether such combination is allowable without further search and 
considerations. 
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
